PARIS, Sept 27.— The French troops in the battle line 
east of Rheims m ade further advances today and in the 
two days* battle have taken more than 10,000 prisoners 
and considerable war material according to the official 
communication tonight. The total advance by the French 
has been about five miles at certain points.

WITH THE AMERICAN FORCES NORTHWEST OF 
VERDUN, Sept. 27.—By the Associated Press.— Genera 
Pershing's forces this morning continued their drive 
against the German positions between the Argonne forest 
and river Meuse. 
The Americans increased their number 
of prispn^rs. They also captured guns and other war ma­ 
terial b ut these have not been enumerated. 
The prisoners belonged to various units and included 
a number of officers. Certain divisions opposing the Amer­ 
icans were identified. They included the famous guards 
unit which the Americans fought at Belleau Wood las 
June and another equally famous Saxon division. 
Captured German orders tended to confirm the belief 
[that the enemy expected the American attack but was un- 
[able to determine the exact object. One order reads: 
“We must count on a big attack on Sept. 25, in the 
Champagne and in Lorraine.

N E W YORK, Sept. 27.—“The price of peace will be 
impartial justice to all nations the instrumentality indis­ 
pensible to secure it is a league of nations formed not be­ 
fore or after, but at the peace conference; and Germany as 
a member will have to redeem her character not by what 
happens at the peace table, but by what follows." 
This was President Wilson’s answer given tonight be­ 
fore an audience of Fourth Liberty Loan workers here to 
the recent peace talk from the central powers, altho he did 
not refer specifically to the utterance of enemy leaders. 
Peace was not a question, declared the president, of 
“coming to terms," “for we cannot come to terms with 
them, as they have made it impossible." Peace must be 
guaranteed for “there will be parties to the peace whose 
promises have proved untrustworthy and means must be 
found in connection with the peace settlement to remove 
that source of insincerity." 
“It would be folly to leave the guarantee to the sub­ 
sequent volunary action of the governments we have seen 
destroy Russia and deceive Roumania," he said. 
Emphasizes Justice to be Obtained 
The president emphasized that justice to be obtained 
by the league must involve no discrimination toward any 
people. This he set forth explicitly in a set of five princi­ 
ples which he enumerated as, “the practical program" of 
America’s peace terms, and for the maintenance of which 
the United States is prepared to assume its full share of 
responsibility. 
Shortly before the president started speaking, news of 
the further successes of American, British and F ren ch of­ 
fensives on the western front reached the meeting at the 
Metropolitan Opera House and this gave dramatic point 
to Mr. Wilson’s peroration that “peace drives can be effec­ 
tively neutralized and silenced only by showing that every 
victory of nations associated against Germany brings the 
nations nearer the sort of peace which will bring security 
and reassurance to all peoples and make the recurrence of 
another such struggle of pitiless force and bloodshed for­ 
ever impossible and that nothing else can. 
“Germany is constantly intimating the ‘terms’ she will 
accept and always finds that the world does not want 
terms," declared the president. 
“It wishes the final tri­ 
umph of justice and fair dealing." 
Thousands Greet President 
Five thousand persons who filled the Metropolitan 
Opera House to capacity heard the president speak. Five 
minutes before his arrival a guard of soldiers, sailors and 
marines seated at the rear of the platform were suddenly 
ordered to attention. 
They arose with a smart click of 
rifles, the national colors were advanced and the great 
audience became silent. 
This dramatic quiet was main­ 
tained without interruption until the president without 
other warning of his coming, walked on the stage, escorted 
by Benjamin Strong, governor of the federal reserve bank 
of New York. Then a tremendous burst of cheering broke 
loose which caused the president after taking his seat to 
rise three times in acknowledgement. 
A sailor band played “America", the president joining 
with the audience in singing it. 
Mr. Strong read to the audience a summary of late re­ 
ports showing American troops advanced during the day 
in France. 
“Our boys in France do not learn readily when to stop 
fighting," he added, “That is the spirit in which we must 
raise the Liberty Loan." 
Cheers greeted the news of the American successes 
particularly when Mr. Strong said that the Yankee troops 
in their drive had reclaimed IOO square miles of territory 
for France. 
Patriotic fervor seemed to reach its climax when the 
president arose to begin his address the audience rising 
and again cheering for several mnutes. Mr. Wilson read 
from printed text.

Seco ad One to Credit of Aviator 
Who Has Relatives hi Jackson­ 
ville— Left I<aw Practice to E n­ 
ter War Service 


According 
to 
an 
Associated 
Press despatch 
recently received 
Lieutenant Jerry O. Vasconcellos 
has brought down his second Ger­ 
man airplane. Lieutenant Vascon­ 
cellos is a son of Frank Vascori- 
cellos formerly 
of Jacksonville, 
but now living in the west. 
Lieu­ 
tenant Vasconcellos is a nephew 
bf John H. Vasconcellos of North 
Main street, and Mrs. Liza Hiser- 
mao of this city. 
Lieutenant Vaaooncellos before 
entering the service was practic­ 
ing law in Denver. 
He graduated 
from Dartmouth University law 
school in 1916. 
In speaking of Lieutenant Vas- 
eoncellos s first a ir victory a Den­ 
ver paper carries 
the followir.g 
•tory: 
"Lieutenant Jerry C. Vascon­ 
cellos who recently bagged his 
first Hun airplane and who three 
times was cited for bravery, has 
written his friends describing the 
incident and giving a little insight 
Into «oine 
of the 
discomforts. 
Fbich an aviator encounters when 
it Is necessary fo r him to fly at 
a tremendous height. 
in Hospital. 
"At present Lieutenant Vascoa- 
cellos is in a hospital suffering 
from shell shock and the results 
of flying too high. 
Lieutenant 
Vasconcellos who flew to a great 
altitude, paralyzed the auditory 
nerve of his right ear and froze 
both hands and cheeks. 
"But the American spirit is not 
to be depressed and Lieutenant 
Vasconeellos says little of bls mis­ 
fortune. 
In relating the encount­ 
er in which he bagged the Hun, 
he writes: 
" T he jattle 
started 
24,000 
.’eet in the air. 
W e were flying 
a lieut ten miles back in Rimland. 
Suddenly we spied a Hun forma­ 
tion and dived for them. Each of 
us according to custom, singled 
out a plane to go after. 
Jtlane 
fell to me. 
" ‘When he saw me coming, he 
opened fire, missed and dove. My 
plane followed his straight down 
4,000 feet, and opened fire. There 
was a second of intensity, and In 
another second he crumpled, fell 
and crashed, and th at was the end 
of the Hun and his fun. The whole 
thing lasted only about sixty sec­ 
onds, but the thrill of the fight 
tasted very much longer, you may 
believe.’ 
, 
‘‘In explaining the experience 
which resulted in his freezing his 
face and hands, Lieutenant Vas 
concellos writes: 
Three Lines of Work. 
" ‘Our work over here consists 
of three strenuous performances: 
" ‘First, patrolling the line of 
our sector. 
This means regular 
hours 
of flying— from 
one to 
three a day. 
‘ ‘Second, ‘alerti* which means 
that we are on duty by flights 
from dawn until 
dark and we 
must be at the hangars for a third 
of this time, as there are three 
flights to be made. 
After we re­ 
ceive messages we m ust be in the 
air within three 
minutes—then 
we know that the HUns are com­ 
ing. 
" ‘The third duty is escort duty. 
When a bombing machine from a 
photo or bombing squadron wants 
to go across into Germany we 
send pp fast scout planes to pro? 
tect It. 
1 *1 have been in six of these 
scraps, attacked 
by the enemy 
planes six times, but have been 
on escort duty each time and so 
It was impossible to go after them 
for the first duty of a scout is to 
protect the convoy. 
‘On the day when I had my 
hands frozen and lost my hear­ 
ing, I was hit by ‘Archie* or an 
anti-aircraft fire. 
The plane was 
knocked IOO feet straight up and 
was thrown into a spin. 
The alti­ 
tude and its effect I didn’t realize 
until after we had made the land­ 
ing, when I discovered that my 
hands were numb, 
my cheeks 
black and burning and I could not 
hear out of my left ea r.’ ’’ 
Lieutenant Vasconcellos receiv 
ed his training at Fort Riley. He 
also trained with the Royal Fly­ 
ing corps at Toronto, Canaan, and 
Fort Worth. Texas.

1913. 
The Germans had 
them 
first, they had them as early as 
1914, but not iii large numbers 
altho large enough to make J* 
very unpleasant. 
They are gun;. 
that are used for shelling machine 
gun emplacements, dug-outs and 
also often u;ed to repel enemy 
attacks. 
They vary in sizes, some being 
large enough to take a I 4 or 13 
inch shell, but can only fire these 
shells short distances. 
Now there 
are trench m ortar batteries or­ 
ganized, each having a crtain sec­ 
tion of trench to fire from and 
a certain section of German trench 
lo fire on. 
The men bring then 
guns around, fire them, then pick 
them up and move 
further on. 
The Trench Mortar battery is the. 
infantry man’s worst friend, (ac­ 
cording to the

Economy Administration of

State Council of Defense calls up­ 
on every retailer in Illinois— indi­ 
vidual, firm or corporation — to 
cut delivery service to one trip a 
day over each route. 
Instructions 
to the local representatives of the 
administration to the effect that 
saving are now 
in 
the mails. 
Within a week or ten days every 
retailer will have the proposition 
put up to him squarely as a gov­ 
ernment request. 
The people at 
large are also 
called upon to do their share in 
establishing the system. 
Women 
in particular can help greatly, (I) 
by carrying home for themselves 
small purchases, and (2) by con­ 
tenting themselves 
with once-a- 
day deliveries, learning the de­ 
livery plans of the establfchments 
they patronize and doing their or­ 
dering to fit such plans. 
One Trip Plan Explained 
The instructions 
of the Com­ 
mercial Economy 
Administration 
make clear just what “one trip a 
day” delivery means. 
It means a 
single delivery over each route, 
but not that each delivery wagon 
shall make but a single trip a day. 
It doesn’t 
mean, 
either, that 
when an establishment has more 
than one delivery wagon that all 
must start out at the same fixed 
time, nor that men doing the de­ 
livering will have to work longer 
hours, or that delivery work will 
become more complicated. 
On tho 
other 
hand, delivery 
work will 
be 
simplified, fewer 
wagons will be needed, lesa pow­ 
er to haul them (whether horse 
power or 
gasoline), 
and 
fewer 
goods, once ordered, will be re­ 
turned to the merchant who sold 
tuem. 
“One trip a day” simply means 
that Mrs. Amanda Jones, living at 
714 Main street, will have to find 
out whether her butcher will make 
his deliveries on her street in the 
morning 
or 
afternoon; 
if 
he 
makes them in the morning, she 
will be able to order the food for 
dinner, supper and the next day’s 
breakfast in the morning before 
the wagon starts out, or if her 
street is included in the afternoon 
route, she will have to Include to­ 
day’s 
supper 
and 
tomorrow’s 
breakfast and dinner in the order. 
She will have to apply the same 
rule to the grocer 
and the dry 
goods 
stores— no 
very 
great 
hardship. 
Not An Experiment 
The plan isn’t just an experi­ 
ment. It has been tried out in big 
cities, medium towns 
and small 
towns, and it works well, every­ 
where. 
For instance, thirty-four 
large department 
stores 
in as 
many big cities by the “one trip 
a day” plan saved 310 men and 
out of 860 (36.4 per cent) and 
132 automobiles out of 330 (40 
per cent), and 
in 
thirty small 
towns, forty-two 
small grocery, 
meat and provision stores saved 
fifty-two men out of 116, virtually 
50 ped cent. 
The government needs the work 
of every man who can work. 
It 
is up to the people, everywhere, to 
help conserve labor In all possible 
ways, and the 
“one trip a day’ 
system of deliveries will release 
literally thousands 
for essential 
war service.
